To write an adequate sketch of the life 
of the late Emporor, who was 69 years of 
age, is practically equivalent to writing 
the history of Modern Japan, for His 
Majesty Mutsubito, son of the Emperor 
Komei, succeeded, to the throne of Japan 
in February, 1607, when he was fourteea 
years and three months old, and was 
crowned on the isth October, 1868, He 


had thus roigned for forty-five years, and 
his reign. synehronises with the country’s 


——__—ainergence -from.feudalism —and » steady 


development, along the lines of western 
civilisation into one of tho first-class 
Powers of the world. When tho’ late 


_ Emperor came to the throne the country 


was in tho throes of @ civil war, tho 
object ‘of the Reformers being to put an 
ond ‘to the dual system of government | 
and to-restore the peptone power to the 
hands of the Ten-shi (Zmpcror). The war 
continued for cightcen months. after the 
Emperor's accession.. It ended by ‘the 
Tokugawa, voluntarily sur- 
rendering the offices which had heen in 
his family for 264.years, and in accept- 
ing the surrender tho Emperor opened 
a new chapter in the history of tho 
Japanese Kmpire. At that time the 
British Minister in Japan was Sir Harry 
Parkes and his Excolleney in the Spring 
of 1883 dispatched Mr. Satow and Dr.. 
Willes to express to the. newly-formed 


Government, at Kyoto his hope that the 


chequered history, that had never been ac-| 


quired by his august predecessors on the 
itoperial throne, coupled with broad and 
noble ideas of government far in advance 
of his years. The stirring events of 1867 
and 1868 therefore found his Majesty not 
unprepared for the tasks devolving upon 

im. His training had indeed beon 
almost Spartan in its rigour and sim- 
pheity, among the family of the Court 
noble to whose care he had been entrusted. 
Strict discipline is rather the rule than 
the exception in Japan in regard to the 
-education. of. prinees,-and-in-the-youth -of- 
the Emperor Mutsubito there was no de- 
parture from estublished custom--on tho 
contrary, the Emperor, his father, had en- 
joined upon the noble charged ‘with the 
hoir-apparent’s education the necessity of 
making him a hardy rather tham a de- 
‘licate youth, and he was encouraged, 
therefore, to take delight in horsemanship 
and manly sports, the ancient gamo of 
da-kiu (Japanese polo) being much played 
in the palace grounds at that period. It 
vis even said that he smelt powder before 
he was twelve years old, for the battle 
between the Choshiu men and the Sho- 
gun’s forces took place in Kioto 
eloue to the imporial residence, ‘and 
hnilets flew. in al] direction’ among 
the palace buildings.
